
ALIEN SOUNDS 
WARNING OF 
CO. DEFICIT

A warning that the coun 
faces a budget deficit of $1,747 
000 for aged aid cases as a resu 
of liberalization of the old ag 
security law and that the count 
may be obliged to register wai 
rants unless the deficit can b 
made up by extensive economic 
was given to the board of super 
visors Tuesday by Wayne Alien 
Chief Administrative officer.

Alien declared that there ar 
how 5,300 applications for ag« 
aid pending in the Departmen 
of Charities and that the cas 
load is expected to increase a 
the rate of 630 cases a mont 
for the balance of the fiscal yea 

"At the time the budget wa 
adopted in July there were 53 
000 aged-aid cases in this cour 
ty, but because an increase wa 
anticipated budget provision was 
made for a gradually increasin 
case load starting at 57,353," Al 
len' declared.

Intensify Economies 
"The flood of applications h 

been so great, however,, tha 
this estimate is shown to hav 
been inadequate. This Increas* 
was caused mainly by the action 
of the state legislature In re­ 
pealing the section requiring the 
signing of property agreements 
by aged aid applicants.

"Because the state legislature 
in effecting these liberalizing fea 
tures provided no additional fin 
ances to relieve the tremendous 
tax. burden which has been im­ 
posed on the common property 
taxpayer the counties of the 
state are faced with the necessi­ 
ty of making up the added bur­ 
den by economies.

'This means that the rigic 
economy program '  now being 
practiced by the board of super­ 
visors must be even further in­ 
tensified, for if the shortage 
aged aid funds cannot be made 
up from savings in other services 
the Issuance of registered war­ 
rants may become a necessity.'

In 1st U. S. Casualty of Sea War State Government Cost 
Up 45 Percent In 
Five Years, fiiley Says

State Controller Harry B. Rlley 
nnnounced today that the cost 
of state government In Califor- 
lia has Increased 45 percent In 
the last five years. Expenditures 
for the year which ended last 
June 30 totaled $289,823,242, 
Rlley said, an Increase of 3.77 
percent over those for 1938-39.

The $10,538,945 Increase in the 
par.t year resulted largely from 
unemployment relief. Other fac­ 
tors were larger expenditures 
for education, bond redemption, 
'in lieu" 'tax, apportionment, 

needy aged aid and Interest on 
 egistered warrants.

Assemblyman 
Seeks Return 
of Car Tests

Two resolutions proposed by 
Attorney John Shidler for the 
use of Assembly man-elect Vin­ 
cent Thomas at Sacramento were 
read to the city council Tuesday 
night and one, advocating the 
return of motor vehicle license 
tests locally, was adopted.

The second measure, to permit 
Torrance Memorial hospital to 
keep narcotics in stock for emer­ 
gency use, was held over until 
the next council meeting in or­ 
der to get the opinion of local 
doctors. Miss Esther Z. Maxwell 
hospital superintendent, and 
Shidler.

The resolution stated that at 
the present time narcotics can­ 
not be kept at the hospital and 
this was most inconvenient and 
a handicap in the case of an 
emergency.

Bill Allows Drugs
The drugs can only be ob­ 

tained from local licensed phar­ 
macists and administered under 
physicians' supervision. Assem­ 
blyman Thomas has written a 
bill to correct this situation for 
hospitals of sixth class cities too 
small to retain a registered phar­ 
macist on duty.

In regard to the return of mo­ 
tor vehicle license tests, Police 
Chief John Stroh told the coun­ 
cil that he believed if enough 
pressure was brought to bear on 
jie State Depa^ment of Motor 
Vehicles, the examinations ca 
be given locally at least one day 

week. At the present time 
motorists must go to Hawthorne 
[nglewood, Long Beach or Los 
Angeles to take tests.
